Monday was the time set 
fbr the call to take effect, but so far 
ae can be ascertained It was not obey- 
ed at any place In tbk field. The ont- 
put of the field Monday and Tuesday 
was fully normal. There Is very little 
strike sentiment among the men in 
that field so far as can he ascertained. 
Most of the men were brotigbt In to 
take the places of those who went out 
OD strike last summer, and have not 
yet become members of the organiza- 
tion. Whether they will or not re- 
mains to be seen. 

The fact that the Kanawha field has 
recognised the union will have a tend- 
SBejr to strengthen the work of the 
organisers, giving them a better basis 
from which to do their proselyting 
than they would otherwise have. Some 
of the best organizers In the country 
are now running in and out the New 
rlT«r field and Mother Jones is busy 
nlafrt and day with her part of the 
work. The notices posted at the mines 
beair tbe names of President John 
MKehtfl, Vice President T. L. I>ewls 
and Secretary-Treasurer W. B. Wll 
eon, endorsing the strike. They coun- 
sel members to oboy the law and com- 
mit no violence by calling upon each 
man to do what he can to persuade 
others to stop work and stay out until 
the strike is raised. The notice re- 
fers to the shooting of the men at 
Stanaford City and elsewhere and is a 
Strong plea for a general strike.

He Wat Not Able to Attend the After- 
noon Session and Remained Qui- 
etly in Hia Room at tlie Hotel 
Reeelvino No Visiters. 

New Orleans, May 20.— Tuesday at 
noon the 80th annual reunion of the 
United Confederate Veterans was 

opened In the great auditorium at the 
fair grounds. There were thousands 
of veteran soldiers, hundreds of beau- 
tiful women and above and around on 
every hand a profusion of fluttering 
flags and waving streamers. There 
was martial music without limit and 
enthusiasm unbounded. 

Over the beauty and success of the 
day there was but a single shadow, and 
that promises to disappear. This was 
the Illness of Gen. John B. Gordon, the 
conunander-lU'Chief of the organisa- 
tion. He was not well when he left 
his hotel for the auditorium and has 
not been in his usual health for sev- 
eral days. Nothing but his grim fight- 
ing spirit carried him through the day 
without s<Hnethlng akin to a collapse. 
He was not able to attend the after- 
noon session at the auditorium and re- 
mained quietly in his room at the ho- 
tel, receiving no visitors. Hiri condi- 
tion is in no manner serious, but It Is 
possible that he may not he able to 
preside at all tha sessions at the au- 
ditorium between now and Ftlday 
noon. 

When the hour for opening the con- 
vention arrived the platform was 
crowded with fair women and men 
whose names are household words 
throughout the south. Oen. Gordon's 
entrance into the liaU was an ovation. 
Cheer after cheer rang through tho 
building as he came down the aisle 
leaning on the arm of Adjt. Oen. Mick- 
le. He was surrounded instantly by a 
group of friends as he reached the ros- 
trum and for a time was unable to 
reach his chair. No sooner was he 
seated than a Mr young woman — 
Miss Tarleton. of Waco. Tex.— ap- 
proached and. bending down, kissed 
the general. Ho spranK <iukkly to his 
feet to acknowledge the honor with re- 
peated hows. 

Gen. J. B. Levert commander of the 
Lonlsiana division of the Confederate 
Veterans, called the assembly to order 
and intrcMluced the chaplain. Gen. Rev. 
J. William Jones, who delivered an elo- 
quent Invocation. Then, in succession 
came speeches of welcome to the vet- 
erans from Hon. Paul Capdevellle, 
mayor of New Orleans: Leys Char- 
bounet. who spoke for the local or- 
ganization of the Sons of Veterans: 
Mrs. William J. Ileban. representing 
the Confederate Southern Memorial 
association, and Gov. W. W. Heard, 
who spoka for the people of the state 
of Louisiana. 

E. B. Kruttschnit. of New Orleans, 
chairman of the local executive com- 
mittee in charge of all the arianKe- 
ments for the reunion, tendered, 
through Gen. Gordon as their com 
mander-in-chlef, the auditorium, which 
had been constructed for their use. 
As Gen. Gordon rose to reply he was 
enthusiastically cheered. 

Gordon's 
address he led to the front of the plat- 
form Mrs. Stonewall Jackson and 
said: "It was my fortune and I will 
never cease to thank God that It was 
my fortune, to follow, to know well, 
and to love Stonewall Jackson. He Is 
not h»'re. t)Ut the best half of him is 
here in the person of his wife. Com- 
rades. I present to you Mrs. Stonewall 
Jackson."
